AND THE BOERS HONOR 


Ghat’s the Way the Settlement Is 
Regarded Owing to the Very

Pretoria, June 2.—A number of the 
Boer leaders left here today. They 
are going to bring in the comman- 
does.

Lontion, June 2.—The. anouncement of 
peace in South Africa was celebrated in 
London tonight “with a mild repetition of 
the Mafeking celebration. 

Hundreds of thousands of people surg- 
ed through the streets of London from 
White Chapel to Buckingham pala@, Dut 
never at any time did the crowds equal 
those which created the verb ‘‘to 
Maffick.”’ 

Tonight there was a tremendous noise 
in the streets, a pandemonium of Norns 
and cheers and the coarse jests of 
costers, but the abandon which marked 
the annoucement of the reliefs of Mafe- 
king and Ladysmith was lacking. 
Women, many of them carrying babies; 


boys, drunken loafers and others, glad of | 


any excuse to defy the law and order, 
were the principal elements in_ the 
ragged processions passing and repass- 
ing through the principal streets. The 
crowds concentrated in Regent street and 
the Strand and let themselves loose. 
Women of the lower class jabbed men in 
the face with feathers, flung an apology 
for confetti, and in turn were hugged 
and kissed by any man who found time 
for such a diversion. A few helpless po- 
licemen stood around and watched the 


fun. 

One of the favorite decorations with 
the crowd was a cluster of red, white 
and blue stripes wound around a tall 


hat. 
BRITONS HAVE THE PEACE 
AN BOERS THE HONOR 

A very serious current of discontent 
probably {fs responsible for the fact that 
London has not shown the same evi- 
dences of rejoicing as were to be seen on 
Mafeking night. In some quarters the 
comment on this “peace with honor’ 
ending of the war was that Great Britain 
‘has the peace and the Boers have all 
the honor.”’ 

The liberal members of the house of 
commons declared freely tonight that 
peace in South Africa might have been 
Becured a year earlier, and upon bettef 
terms, had not the British government 
been so obdurate. 

The decorations and illuminations of 
London took on a more organized form 
as the peace news grew older. The 
American and the Irish flags figured 
largely among the decorations, while the 
new ensign of the new Australian feder- 
ation made its first appearance in a na- 
tional celebration. The words “God Save 
the King’’ were very generally inscribed 
across the union jacks exhibited. This 
was a sort of unconscious tribute of the 
national belief that peace In South Africa 
was due more to King Edward's per- 
sonal influence than to any other causa 

A curious feature of the night's street 
acenes was that banners were carried in 
several processions bearing the inscrip- 
tion “‘Bravo Buller."’ Not a cab or car- 
riage or bus that was driven through the 
streets tonight but was decorated with 
flags or some other sign of rejoicing. 

There was a general jubilation in St. 
James park. The large crowds which 
had assembled there waited until a late 
hour for a chance to cheer members of 
the royal family bound for Buckingham 
palace. 

MUTES ON A HEARSE 
WAVED THE UNION JACK 


At thetreight of the rejoicing a hearse 
passed through Piccadilly, and under- 
taker assistants, who are known as 
mutes, waved union jacks. 

Through the evening the crowds ex- 
hibited the utmost good humor, and, 
while some of the worst elements in 
London took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to disgrace themselves, the an- 
nouncement of peace, on the whole, was 
received with merely mild ‘“‘demonstra- 
tion.”” This was somewhat atoned for by 
the uproarious scenes in the fashionable 
restaurants. 

King Edward narrowly escaped what 
might have been a serious accident this 
morning. His majesty was driving to St. 
James palace, when a cab ecllided with 
his carriage. The cab horse fell and lay 
struggling under the royal vehicle. The 
king alighted and stood upon the pave- 
ment until matters were righted. The 
king and Queen Alexandra, with Prin- 
cess Victoria and Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark attended the produc- 
tion of Wagner's “Valkyrie” at Covent 
Garden tonight. Their majesties received 
an ovation frcm the audience and when 
they entered the opera house the orches- 
tra played “God Save the King.”

Washington, June 2.—Eighteen repub- 
lican senators attended a conference to- 
day of those representing the beet sugar 
interests. The general sentiment was in 
favor of defeating ‘any proposition for 
Cuban reciprocity, but, in order to secure 
harmony, an agreement was made that 
they would support a rebate plan, the 
money to be paid to the Cuban govern- 
ment, 

The eighteen senators present 
Messrs, Elkins,’ Scott, Perkins, Bard, 
Gamble, Kittredge, Dietrich, Millard, 
Burgows, Foster, Mitchell, Nelson, Clapp, 
Burton, Kearns, Jones of Nevada, Mason 
and Pritchard. Senator Pritchard did not 
go farther than to say that he was op- 
posed to the Cuban concessions, 
would abide by a republican caucus. 

The conference selected Senators Bur- 
rows, Jones, of Nevada, and Deitrich to 
confer with members of the committee 
on relations with Cuba, and inform them

Night Conference Held. 

A conference was held at the white 
house tonight, and was attended by lead- 
ing republicans of both houses, the presi- 
dent inviting them to attend. There 
were present Sepators Allison, Aldrich, 
Hanna, Platt, of Connecticut, and 
Spooner; Representatives Payne, Cannon, 
Dalzell, Babcock, Hull, Shermfan and 
Overstreet and Postmaster General 
Payne. Those present included members 
of the finance committee of the senate, 
the ways and means committee of the 
house, and of the republican congres- 
sional campaign committee. The subjects 
under discussion were pending legislation 
and its relation to the coming campaign. 

The chief reason for the assemblage, 
however, was the tariff, the discussion 


turning on the advisability of attempt- 
ing any revision now or of taking up the 
matter in committee during the recess of 
congress with a view to presenting a 
measure in the short session. 

All of those present were decidedly op- 
posed to tariff revision, either now or at 
the short session, the view being ex- 
pressed that revision was unnecessary, 
and that, furthermore, there was no 
time for it. 

Suggestions as to tariff revision have 
been made to the president by repub- 
lican opponents of reciprocity with 
Cuba, who were willing to have a general 
tariff revision, but opposed a change on 
one article only. 

Cuban Reciprocity. 

The representatives lef the confer- 
ence some time before the senators, and 
then with the latter the president dis- 
cussed in detafl the outlook for Cuban 
reciprocity, and especially the stand 
taken by the conference of senators 
which met today. The senators were of 
the opinion that the plan the conference 


offers as a compromise will not meet the |

requirements of the situation. Continued 
efforts will be made to unite the repub- 
licans of the senate on the Spooner plan 
for a 20 per cent reduction for five years, 
with power given to the president to an- 
nual concessions if it be found that it 
goes to any persons other than the Cuban 
Sugar growers and producers.

MEAT STRIKE AT CHICAGO 


DECISION MADE 
IN PATENT CASE 


Judge Newman Renders Far 
Reaching One in United 
States Court. 


FAVORS CONSOLIDATED 
RUBBER TIRE COMPANY 


They, with Others, Brought Suit for 
Infringement of Patent Against 
Finley Rubber Tire Com- 
pany—Case Covers Over 
a Year. 


One of the most far-reaching decisions 
of recent date in regard to patents was 
rendered yesterday morning by. Judge 
Newman in the United States court. 

The decision was in favor of the Con- 
solidated Rubber Tire Company, and oth- 
ers, who had brought a suit for infringe- 
ment of patent against the Finiey Rub- 
ber Tire Company. The case has been in 
litigation for over a year, and has at- 
tracted the attention of patent attorneys 
all over the country. 

The Consolidated company sued the 
Finley company for infringement of a 
patent for rubber tires, made for vehicles. 
The patent was originally granted to 
Arthur W. Grant, and was later assign- 
ed to the Consolidated Rubber Tire Com- 
pany. The Munford Rubber Tire Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, afterwards acquired an 
interest in the patent and controlled it in 
the southern states. 

Judge Newman's opinion is a long and 
exhaustive one. He holds that the Grant 
patent is a valid patent; that the defend- 
ant is estopped from denying the validity 
of fhe patent, and that the Goodyear 
wing tire is an infringement of the Grant 
patent. 

In conclusion the opinion authorizes an 
injunction to issue against the defend- 
ant, and dismisses a cross bill which was 
filed by the defendant to restrain suits 
against users of the Goodyear tire. 

A large number of prominent lawyers 
were interested in the litigation. The 
complainants were represented by Staley 
& Bowman, patent specialists, of Spring- 
field, Ohio, and Messrs. Hoke Smith and 
H. C. Peeples, of Atlanta. The attorneys 
who took care of the interests of the 
defendants were H. A. Toulman, of 
Springfield, Ohio, and Edmund Wetmore, 
of New York city, who is one of the best 
known patent lawyers in the country, 
and D. S. Craig, ofAtianta. 

Case a Famous One. 

The case is one that promises to go on 
record as one of the most famous patent 
eases in the history of the courts. A 
similar suit is now pending in San 
Francisco and one in Chicago. The Con- 
solidated Tire Company recently won a 
decision in New York, and the Finley 
Rubber Tire Company won one in Ohio, 
The Finley company also lost a case in 
Ohio. The case will go to the supreme 
court of the United States from Ohio, 
and will be appealed by the Consolidated 
company. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, and 
Attorney Fish, of Atlanta, will appear 


solidated company, and the Finley com- 
pany will be represented by an array of 
brilliant lawyers. That the case will be 
fought to a finish there is little doubt, 
and the decision of Judge Newman will 
in all likelihood be appealed to the New 


Orleans court of appeals. 
It is said that the Consolidated com- 


| pany paid the Rubber Tire Wheel Com- 


pany, of Ohio, $1,500,000 for the original 
The royalties are said to 
be enormous. 

The case which ‘has just been settled 
by Judge Newman's opinion in favor of 
the Consolidated Tire Company has at- 
tracted widespread attention for some 
time past, and at one time promised to be 
rather exciting. One of the employees of 
a company interested in the litigation 
was arrested, fn conection with the tire 
which caused the sult, charged with hav- 
ing violated the confidence of his em- 
ployers in haying betrayed important 


tires. Upon investigation the warrant was 
dismissed. For a long time past both com- 
panies have been endeavoring to keep 
each others’ tires off the market, both 
claiming that they held the only valid 
patent. 

The tire in question is in use on all 
kinds of vehicles, and is one. of the most 
popular tires on he market. From the 
decision of Judge Newman, it will now 
be possible for the Consolidated company 
pring other suits restraining dealers 
from selling these tires unless made by 
the Consolidated company. 


Allowed by Supreme Court of United 
States. 

Washington, June 2.—The United States 
supreme court today ordered the papers 
in the case of commissioners of Wilkes 
county, North Carolina, versus W. N. 
Coler, stricken from the files of the court. 
The case itself is not of especial im- 
portance, but the court’s reason is of gen- 
eral scope. It was given by the chief 
justice in the following language:

MEN AND WOMEN RURL 
STONES AT THE POLICE 


Officers Sorced To Charge the Mob 
with Drawn Revolvers—Leader 
of Mob Urged His Follow- 
ers To Kill the Po- 
licemen, 


Chicago, June 2.—Riot and bloodshed 
marked the progress of the teamsters’ 
strike today. There were numerous fights 
between the police and the strikers and 
their sympathizers. Street car traffic was 
stopped while the fighting went on, the 
police and employees of the packing com- 
panies were stoned, and, at one place, 
when surrounded by &@ dense crowd of men 
and women, the police, fifty strong, 
under the command of LFieutenant Col- 
lins, maddened by the numerous stones 
with which they had been pelted, drew 
their revolvers and charged full into the 
crowd, which showed no disposition to re- 
treat. Fists, stones and clubs were 
brought into requisition by the strikers 
and the police used thefr batons and the 
butt ends of their revolvers freely. When 
this fight was over there were a number 
of strikers needing surgical attendance. 
None were dangerously injured as far as 
known, however, and the wounded strik- 
ers were carried off by their friends. 
The fighting began on the west side, short_ 
ly after noon, and in different parts of the 
city continued practically all of the after- 
noon. 

Stones, Mud and Sticks. 

The most serious trouble of the day- oc- 
curred in Crosby street, in the district 
which is known in police circles as ‘‘Lit- 
tle Hell.” A detachment of police under 
the command of Lieutenant Collins was 
escorting a number of wagons loaded with 
meat to the distributing stations down 
town. A large crowd followed the wag- 
ons, shouting and jeering, and then send- 
ing a stone over the heads of the officers 
in the direction of the men on the meat 
wagons. The line of wagons escorted 
by the police wae frequently stopped 
by other teamsters, who weuld manage 
to pull across the street just in the prop- 
er place to prevent the meat wagons 
from making any progress. ; 

Finally one teamster refused to pull his 
team out of the way of the meat wag- 
ons and the police placed him under ar- 
rest. Then the fight commenced. In an 
instant a shower of stones, mud and 
sticks fell] around and upon the officers, 
bruising some of them badly. Lieuten- 
ant Collins ordered the march of the 
meat wagons to be stopped and at once 
charged the crowd. A large number of 
women came up to the aid of the strikers 
and were the flercest fighters of the lot. 
One officer was knocked down with a 
brick and his companiong then drew their 
clubs and made war with such energy 
that in a few minutes the street was 
filled with men with bleeding heads. 

The mob was led by a large man 
who came from the gas house near Cros- 
by street, and who continually called to 
his followers to “kill the coppers first 
and hang the scabs afterward.” 

Policemen Draw Revolvers. 

Finally a big policeman got to thé man 
from the gas house and when it was over 
the leader was carried off by his friends 
with his head and face covered with 
blood. The crowd ifcreased so rapidly 
that Lieutenant Collins soon saw that 
his’ men would be overpowered unless 
he took vigorous action at once. He or- 
dered the men to fall back slowly toward 
the wagons and the crowd seeing in this 
action a token of victory pressed on with 
shouts and the volleys of stones came 
more thickly. The police fell back until 
they had formed a compact mass close to 
the wagons and then, at Collins’ order, 
they drew their revolvers and charged the 
crowd once more. This time the fight was 
more desperate than before, and it was 
over in much less time. The police struck 
down numbers of men and used their 
clubs and revolver butts with energy 
and in three minutes the crowd was 
broken and in full filght. Forming his 
men nround the wagons once more, Col- 
lins started on his march. As soon as the 
police started away the mob formed again 
and, although at a respectful distance, 
they kept after the wagons until they 
hag reached the barns at Halsted and 
Division streets. In this fight about a 
dozen of the officers were badly bruised 
and nearly all of them had torn cloth- 
ing. 

Mob at Fever Heat. 

By the time the barns were reached 
the anger of the crowd had grown to 
fever heat. An attempt was made to 
cross Halstead street, but in less than 
a minute a blockade had been formed 
which it took two hours to release. The 
trouble at this point began when a Hal- 
stead street electric cas stopped directly 
on the crossing. The car was filled with 
passengers on their way home from 
work. Just as the packing house wagons 
approached the crossing the current was 
cut off. It was said that the trolley wire 
had been cut. 

Hundreds of factory hands*were being 
dismissed from the neighboring shops. 
Seores of heavily loaded wagons drove 
up, and in five minutes Halstead street 
was packed and jammed with’ teams and 
wagons for a 4istance of four blocks. 

The crowd shouted and jeered at the 
police when they attempted to display 
force. Stones were thrown at them and 
the rioters were clubbed and dragged 
into the patrol wagons. Finally, after 
pushing and fighting for a long time, 
the police managed to get the wagons 
to the barns and the doors were closed. 
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DOUBLE TRACKS 
FOR WEST END 


Railroads and Trolley Com- 
pany Must Enlarge Pres- 
ent Culvert, 


COUNCIL TAKES ACTION 
SETTLING THE MATTER 


Part of Expense Will Be Borne by 
Both, and if Railroads Refuse, 
Grade Crossing Will Be 
Granted—Believed Both 
Will Agree. 


Council yesterday adopted an ordinance 
that will settle the question of the West 
End culvert, so far as council is con- 
cerned. 

The ordinance sets forth the conditions 
for the widening of the culvert so that 
the street car facilities of the Whitehall, 
West End, East Point and College Park 
routes will be made adequate and do 
away with the many: inconveniences 
that patrons of these lines have suffered 
during the past few years. 

Council provided that the culvert shall 
be widened sufficiently to admit two 
tracks. The etreet car company 
bear the expense of excavating the cul- 
vert and erect and maintain the ap- 


is to 


proaches and retaining walls and the 
abutments for the present number of 
tracks. If the steam roads desire to in- 
crease the number of tracks they shall 
pay for the additional abutments. It is 
provided that the railroads shall main- 
tain the superstructure across the cul- 
vert, including girders, tracks and cross- 
ties, and shall also stand the expense 
of maintaining their tracks across the 
culvert while the work is in progress. 

The steam roads are given fifteen days 
after the approval of the ordinance to 
accept its terms. If they agree to the 
ordinance it shall act as a final refusal 
of council t6 grant a grade crossing on 
Whitehall street. If the acceptance of 
the steam roads is not filed, within fifteen 
days their refusal shall act as a grant 
to the trolley company for the grade 
crossing and council will take steps to 
put the grant into effect. 

If the trolley company does not accept 
the terms of the ordinance within fifteen 
days after the filing of the acceptance of 
the steam roads, then council will force 
the trolley company to enlarge the cul- 
vert at its own expense. 

After both roads have agreed to the 
terms of the ordinance work shall begin 
within fifteen days and must be com- 
pleted within six months. 

The members of the committee that 
framed the report are firm in the belief 
that their solution will be agreed to by 
both of the contending parties. It was 
not exactly what either the steam roads 
or the trolley company wanted, but it 
is beHeved that they will agree, now 
that council has made a positive state- 
ment as to what should be done and what 
the city will agree to do. 

The ordinance came as a report from 
the committee on electric and other rail- 
ways, which has been considering the 
matter for some months. The Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company petitioned 
council for the right to cross the tracks 
of the Central and West Point railroads 
at a grade on Whitehall street. The 
railroad companies opposed the grade 
crossing and. pointed out the fact that 
the present culvert could be so enlarged 
‘as to permit of double tracks and a good 
route to West End. This enlargement, 
it was estimated, would cost about §$15,- 
000, and it was over this expenditure that 
the difference arose. The trolley com- 
pany claimed that if it was not given 
the grade crossing that the steam roads 
should be made to bear some of the cost 
of enlarging the culvert, as they were 
the only ones who objected to the grade 
crossing. The steam roads did not want 
to bear any of the cost of enlarging the 
culvert and the matter in that shape was 
left to council to decide.

Forwarded $5,000 South. 

New Bedford, Mass., June 2.—The ex- 
ecutive council of the United Textile 
Workers of America met here today. 
Treasurer Whitehead announced that Sat- 
urday another contribution was sent to 
the strikers in the southern textile cen- 
ters, making a total sum of nearly $5,000. 

Secretary Hibbert reports on conuition 
of affairs there, saying that the strikers 
felt encouraged and only ask for contin- 
ued assistance.

DIPLOMATIC SECRETS 
ARE REVEALED AT LAST 


When Cleveland and McKinley Were 
Refusing To Recognize Cubans, 
Spain Had Already Recog- 
nized Them as Bellig- 
erents.

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—In of- 
der to absolve itself of responsibility for 
damages aggregating twenty-five millions 
of dollars, the government of the United 
States has revealed diplomatic secrets 
which prove two administrations to have 
been guilty of bad faith in their repre- 
sentations to the American people. 

During the two or three years before 
the outbreak of the war between the 
United States and Spain, when first Mr. 
Cleveland and his secretary of state and. 
then Mr. McKinley and his secretary of 
state were contending that no state of 
war existed in Cuba and there was, in 
consequence, no warrant for this gov- 
ernment recognizing the belligerency of 
the Cubans, there was on file at the state 
department a letter from the highest 
Spanish governmental authority which 
proved that Spain itself had recognized 
the belligerency of the insurgents. 

According to a universally recognized 
principle of international law, the fact 
that the mother country recognized the 
belligerency of the insurgents settles all 
questions as to their status. When the 
mother country acknowledges that a 


i state of war exists between Itself and 


its subjects, the status is no longer an 
open question, and it makes no differ- 
ence whether other nations recognize the 
belligerency or not, 

All the time that congress was clamor. 
ing for an opportunity. to formally rec- 
ognize the belligerency of the Cuban peo- 
ple, President Cleveland, and after him 
President McKinley, denied that the in- 
surrection was of a magnitude and char- 
acter to warrant such recognition. It 
will be recalled that all the Cubana 
asked in those days was this recognition 
of their belligerency, as with this they 
would have no trouble securing the 
means with which to carry on the strug- 
gle. 

But while the executive branch of this 
government declined to see a state of 
war in Cuba, there was on file at the 
State department a significant state pa-

labor Leader Deals Another 
Blow. to the Operators 


All’ Engineers, Firemen and Pump- 
- men Have Quit Work—Réports 
Indicate That 80 Per Cent 
of Men Have Obeyed 
the Order. 


_ Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 2.—The order of 
the United Mine Workers of America call- 
ing out on strike all engineers, firemen 
and pumpmen employed at collieries 
where the eight-hour work day at present 
Wages was not granted, went into effect 
today, and, as has been predicted, a ma- 
jority of the men obeyed the order. 
Neither side can claim a victory at this 
time because the struggle on this phase 
vf the anthracite coal miners’ strike has 
just opened. There was only a partial 
showing of strength today. The real 
test of whether or not the mine pumps 
shall be manned will begin tomorrow. 
Although a majority of the men quit 
work, the companies, generally speaking, 
succeeded in keeping their pumps in 
Operation. The operators feel at present 
that they have an advantage, but they 
are not so sanguine of the future. The 
‘exact number of men who quit today can- 
‘not be obtained. Each side refuses to 
‘make public its figures, but gave out in- 
formation that roughly estimates the 
number ef men affected. These estimates 
@re far apart. 
Mitchell on Situation. 

National President Mitchell, of ‘the 
miners’ union, gave out a statement in 
which he says: 

‘Reports received from every important 
mining community indicate that where 
the eight-hour day hag not been con- 
ceded fully 80 per cent of the firemen, 
Pumpmen and engineers have ceased 
work. The number will be materially !n- 
creased tomorrow. In some _ sections 
mine foremen have positively declined to 
perform the work of engineers, firemen 
and pumpmen. In some places foremen 
have manned th® pumps and clerks have 
@lso been required to perform this labor. 

“A perfect army of irrespcensible men 
have been empleyed by the coal com- 

anies to act as coal and iron policemen. 

e services of these men are unnecés- 
sary and their presence vt.warranted. 
There have been no violations today py 
the mine workers and I am sanguine 
there will be no overt act on the part of 
the strikers.” 

On the other tand a mining official! of 
one of the largest coal companies wh) 
received. accurate information from the 
entire coal belt made this statement: 

“President Mitchell’s estimate is too 
high. We have received figures from all 
iour collieries and the general superinten- 
‘dents of all the other coal companies, but 
‘they are not to be given out, as it would 
not be policy to reveal our weak spots or 
to betray our strongholds, as far as they 
velate to the collieries individually. I 
can, however, say that about 6 per cent 
of all the Lehigh Valley’s men who were 


» Scattered from near Scranton down to 


‘Shamokin went out. The ‘Reading com- 
ipany, with forty collieries in the lower “e- 
gion, was the worst sufferer, more than 


- 270 per cent of its men refusing to go to 


work. The individval companies all lost 
more than 50 per cent of their men. 
Operators Not Uneasy. 

“Notwithstanding the big desertion of 
men every eolliery in the entire region 
that made the effort was able to get up 
Bteam and maintain it. We are satisfied, 
under the circumstances, with the situa- 
tion as it,exists at present, and we do not 
care to boast of our futre ability to keep 
the mines from flooding. The companies 
have nearly all the men they want for 
present needs. We look for intimida- 
tion of our men by the strikers, but we 
will go right along and protect Our em- 
ployees and propegty as Dest we can.”’ 

Considering the vast number of men 
Who are idle, the coal fields were very 
quiet throughout the day. Reports cam» 
in from several sections telling of dts- 
turbances, but these were of a minor na- 
ture only. Early this morning and this 
‘evening some workmen were stoned, 
principally by boys, as they were on thetr 
way from the mines to their homes. The 
wmall army: of coal and tron policemen 
which is in the field are not much in 
evidence.

SOME ~DEMOCRATS OBJECT 


They Claim Hay Made a Stump 
Speech—Only Forty-Six Votes 
in the Negative. 


Washington, June 2.—The, house today 
by a vote of 129 to 46 suspended the rules 
and adopted the joint resolution extending 
the thanks of congress to Secretary of 
State John Hay for his address upon 
the occasion of the McKinley memorial 
exercises February 22, last. Unanimous 
consent for the consideration of this res- 
olution was objected to by Mr. DeAr- 
mond, of Missouri, some time ago, and 
today Mr. Clark, of Missouri, made a 
twenty-minute sptech In opposition to its 
adoption on thé ground that Mr. Hay had 
abused the occasion by injecting a ‘‘re- 
pulican stump speech” into the address. 
Genera] Hooker, of Mississippi, a one-arm- 
ed confederate veteran, delivered an elo- 
quent defense of Mr. Hay’s address, de- 
nying that it contained anything that was 
objectionable from a political standpoint, 
and Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, who was in 
charge of the resolution, argued that Mr. 
Hay, in eulogizing the maftyred president, 
could not divorce the man from his 
achievements and his record as a manly 
partisan. 

Democrats Who Voted Nay. 

Only forty-six democrats voted with 
Mr. Clark against the resolution, as fol- 
lows: AdGarson of Georgia, Bell of Texas, 
Bartlett of Géorgia, Bowie of Alabama, 
Brantley of Georgfa, Brundidge of Arkan- 
sas, Burgess of Texas, Burleson of Tex-

Special orders were adopted for the 
consideration of the anti-anarchy bill and 
the bill to transfef certain forest re- 
serves to the agricultural department. 
The senate bill to retire Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg and the house bill to en- 
courage salmon culture in Alaska, were 
defeated on motions to pass them under 
suspension of the rules. 

In discussing the Hay resolution Mr. 


Clark said he did not object to republican 


stump speeches on proper occasions, but 
he was unwilling to thank any man any- 
where for one at any time. Colonel 
Hay'® address, he said, would take high 
rank as a literary production. Some of 
its phrases were so extraordinary that its 
author, perhaps, should be accorded the 
dubious honor of ranking with Grover 
Cleveland as a phrase-maker. But he 
was willing ‘to submit to the other side as 
a matter of taste whether Mr. Hay did 
not violate the proprieties upon the oc- 
casion referred to. If this resolution was 
adopted the speech would be circulated as 
a campaign document, together with a 
copy of the resolution of thanks adopted 
by congress. , 

If no one else voted against the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Clark said, he would do so. .He 
believed in the right of any man to ex- 
press his opinion, but he believed the 
house would lower Its dignity if it voted 
to thank any one for delivering a political 
speech. 


Hooker Defends Hay. 

General Hooker said in reply: 

“I listened to Mr. Hay’s address with 
great care, with great caution. and even 
with a disposition to criticise if any 
wrong had been found. But I falled to 
detect in the whole of it anything that 
I thought improper to be said or anything 
said in a party spirit. And I feel sure 
that if a man selected for the great duty 
of speaking upon that occasion, the senti- 
ments of the American people had dared 
to inject into his address anything that 
was an appeal to party spirit and party 
sentiment the shade of our great presi- 
dent breaking the cerements of the tomb 
would have appeared before him and at 
once challenged his: utterances. Any man 
Who would have made here on such an 
occasion a speech political in its charac- 
ter would, in doing ss, have dishonored 
the memory of McKinley's great absence 
of partisan feeling and prrtisan ideas. 

‘President McKinley was a republican; 
the man selected ag orator by the joint 
committee wage a republican. Did we ex- 
pect to select any other? I was charmed 
with his address; I listened’ to it with 
great pleasure, and I am sure that tho 
great personage he was talking about 
would not have countenance¢e for a mo- 
ment any exhibition of partieran spirit or 
partisan heat. 

“I say that the man selected to deliver 
the address 'n commemoraticn of him 
and to utter the sentiments which all the 
people of this country entertained for 
him, and proudly entertaine¢ would not 
have dared to undertake to deliver a po- 
litical address when he was speaking of 
a man of such high character, such noble 
nature, such pure life. as our assassinated 
president."’

GROSS DECEIT 
ABOUT CUBA 


Alleged Cleveland and Mc- 
Kinley Administrations 
Were of Bad Faith. 


DIPLOMATIC SECRETS

per of which both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
McKinley were cognizant. 
Duke of Tetuan’s Letter. 

The American minister at Madrid had 
been instructed to press upon the Span- 
ish government certain claims for dam- 
ages to the property of American citizens 
destroyed by the Cubans in arms. For 
several months our minister was unable 
to get anything more than the usual 
“manana” response from the duke of 
Tetuan, but finally there came a letter 
in which, speaking for the Spanish gov- 
ernment, he claimed non-liability on the 
express ground that the parent state is 
not Hable for neutral property destroyed 
by insurgents ‘“‘during a state of war.” 


‘In regard to the point, damages by 
insurgents,’’ wrote the duke, “it cannot, 
according to principles universally ac- 
cepted in international right, involve any 
responsibility for the government of his 
majesty.” 


To strengthen his contention, the duke, 
speaking for his government, drew a 
parallel between the state of affairs in 
Cuba and that during the civil war in 
the United States, 

This letter, written by the representa- 
tive of the government of Spain, a pub- 
licist of great distinction and a diplomat 
of wide experience, clearly defines the 
position ef that government even at that 
date to have been one of recognition 
that a state of war did exist in Cuba. It 
was a clear-cut recognition of belliger- 
ency. 

Had Been Suppressed. 

The existence of this paper has not 
been disclosed until very recently, when, 
as Stated, it was unearthed by the state 
department in order to strengthen the 
case of the government in which some- 
thing like twenty-five millions of dollars 
are involved. Each year there is pub- 
lished by the state department a vdlume 
containing the diplomatic correspond- 
ence of the government, or so much 
thereof as the secretary of state may 
deem advisable to publish. That offictal 
is necessarily given a wide discretion in 
this respect, since nothing should be pub- 
lished that will injure the case of the 
government in any case still undeter- 
mined. This duke of Tetuan letter was 
written on September 29, 1896, and was 
transmitted immediately to the depart- 
ment of state at Washington, It has 
neyer been published in any of the pub- 
lications of the department. It would 
never have seen the light of day save 
for the fact that the same government 
which was then claiming there was no 
excuse for recognizing belligerency of 
the Cubans now finds it necessary to 
show that the government of Spain, the 
parent government, had at that time 
itself recognized belligerency. 

Before Spanish Claims Committee. 

The case vihich is responsible for de- 
veloping this state of affairs—this ap- 
parent complete about-face of the gov- 
ernment of the United States—is now be- 
ing heard by the Spanish claims commis- 
sion in this city. The special counsel 
for the government is Hannis Taylor, of 
Alabama, former minister to Spain. There 
are about 500 claims in all pending be- 
fore the commission. About $25,000,000 is 
involved in claims for damages done to 
property of Americans by Cuban insur- 
gents, about twenty-five millions for 
damages done to property of Americans 
by Spanish troops, and about ten millions 
are involved in what might be termed 
miscellaneous claims, included in this 
class being two millions growing out of 
the destruction of the Ma'ne. 

Under the terms of the treaty of Paris 
it was provided: 


The United States and Spain mutually 
relinquish all claims for indemnity, na- 
tional or individual, of every kind of 
either government, .or its citizens or sub- 
jects, against. the other government, that 
may have arisen since the beginning of 
the late insurrection in Cuba and prior 
to the exchange of ratifications of the 
present treaty, including all claims for 
indemnity for the cost of the war. The 
United States will adjudicate and settle 
the claims of jts citizens againgt Spain 
relinquished in this article. 


Test Case This Week. 

For the purpose of adjudicating these 
claims—with the aggregate of approxi- 
mately sixty millions, as stated—the 
Spanish claims commission was created. 
This week test cases involving all the 
questions relating to the claims of Amer- 
icans for damages Inflicted upon their 
property in Cuba by the insurgents will 
be argued, John G. Carlisle making the 
leading argument for the claimants and 
Hannis Taylor for the government. John 
Bassett Moore, former assistant secre- 
tary of state, and secretary of the 
American peace commission, is one of the 
leading attorneys for the claimants, 

The merits of the cases frém a legal 
standpoint are to be determined by the 
commission’s decision upon demurrers 
filed by the government in sixteen cases 
which have been selected as presenting 
all phases of the legal questions in- 
volved. 

The government’s contention is that it, 
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having assumed the responsibilities of 
the Spanish government in these cases, 
is liable just as Spain would be, and to 
no greater and no less extent. It con- 
tends that there ig no better principle of 


international law, and none on which all } 


authorities more clearly agree than that 
“A state is not Hable either to subjects 
or aliens for damages inflicted within its 
titular territory by insurgent forces af- 
ter the insurrection has passed beyond 
its eontrol,” 

International in Character. 

The briefs of the claimants are quoted 
by Mr. Taylor in his brief as having 
admitted that “‘the parent state cannot 
be held Hable ff it has recognized the 
belligerency of the insurgents,"’ and, af- 
ter quoting: this and showing that it 
clearly sets forth the principles of inter- 
national law, Mr. Taylor produces inter- 
esting testimony to show that Spain did 
recognize the belligerency of the Cubans. 
“If it can be demonstrated to the com- 
mission from the facts before it that 
Spain did in fact recognize the belliger- 
ency of Cuban insurgents, no further dis- 
cussion of these cases will be necessary,”’ 
says Mr. Taylor, for, as he quotes from 
counsel for the claimants, 


“The commission is to consider the 
claims precisely as if they constituted 
subsisting demands upon the government 
of Spain; for, although the United States 
has undertakén to adjudicate and settle 
them, they remain in their nature in- 
ternational, and are to be tried by the 
principles by whioh the liability of inde- 
eon nations, one to another, is gov- 
erned.’’ 


Mr. Taylor, in support of his contention 
that Spain did recognize the belligerency 
of the Cuban insurgents, shows, first, 
that such recognition is usually by indi- 
rects acts or tacit recognition. 

Then; in addition tt» the duke of 
Tetuan’s letter quoted above, he shows 
that Calleja, Spain's great captain-general 
or viceroy, who* was at the head of 
Spain’s gavernment in Cuba before 
Campos and before Weyler, did’ formally 
declare the two great provinces. of 
Santiago and Matanzas—comprising more 
than one-third of the total area of the 
island—to be in a “state of war’ as far 
back aS February, 1895. This was before 
the duke of Tetuan wrote his letter; and 
it was because the .captain-general had 
thus found it necessary to proclaim a 
state of war, and because of the condi- 
tions recognized at Madrid as well as at 
Havana, that the Spanish government 
claimed non-liability for property de 
stroyed. [ae 
Bound by Acts of Those in Authority. 

Spain was bound by the acts of its 
captain-general. War was declared to be 
existing in the two greatest provinces— 
they were formally declared to be in a 
state of war. The men in arms were not 
mere bandits or common criminals, but 
were recognized as belligerents in arms. 

Further testimony to show this recog- 
nition of belligerents on the part of Spain 
is furnished in the fact of Spanish com- 
manders on the field recognizing Cuban 
flags of truce; the change of prisoners, 
the exchange of formal cartels between 
commanders in the field, and other acts 
by Spanish commanders, ¢ which are in 
themselves recognition ofgbelligerency. 

These cases involve soihe of the most 
interesting and most in@ficate principles 
of international law, ard pore course has 
been watched with ggrpatijinterest by in- 
ternational lawyers. e arguments of 
counsel this week will \attract a notable 
gathering at the heafjuarters of the 
commission on H street.

Georgia Senator Defends the 
Characters of the People 
of the Philippines. 


STUDIED ATTEMPT MADE 
TO MISREPRESENT THEM 


Bacon Says the Filipinos Are the 
Only Christians in the Orient. 
Mason Opposes the’ Policy 
of Republicans in the 
Philippines.

Washington, June 2.—(Special)—Senator | 


Bacon figured prominently in today’s 
Philippines debate, devoting his remarks 
principally to the character of the Fib- 
pinos. He declared that there has been 
a studied effort to misrepresent the facts 
concerning the great mass of these peo 
ple by referring to them ae barbarlany 
and savages. His observation, he de 
clared, had shown him they were neithes 
the one nor the other. He referred to 
the fact that the people of these islands 
whom the government of the United 
States is endeavoring to subdue are the 
only Christian people of the Orient; that 
they were not merely nominal Christians, 


but were the best of churchgoers and the. 


most religious people. Six and a half 
millions of the Filipinos are, he said, 
Christians, and are inclined to peace. 
They are not only Christians, but they 
are civilized—the only people of the 
Orient who bear the marks in their dress 
and their methods of living of what we 
call European civilization. Senator Ba- 
con told: of the Filipinos as he found 
them in their homes, and of the tributes 
paid them by the thoughtful officers of 
our army and civil government, especial- 
ly those who had been longest in the 
islands. He thought it the irony of fate 
that the United States should feel called 
upon to suppress the desires for inde- 
pendence in the hearts of these people. 

Mr. Mason, of Illinois, in a vigorous 
speech, differed from the majority in 
the treatment proposed for the Filipinos. 
He urged that no reason existed for ac- 
cording to them a treatment different 
from that accorded to the Cubans, and 
strongly advised that they be afforded 
the opportunity to exercise the right to 
govern themselves. He said he would not 
have voted for the Paris treaty but for 
the open understanding among senators 
that the Filipinos were to be given their 
independece as soon as they were ready 
for it. : 

‘IT have faith in the ultimate liberty 
of mankind,’’ concluded Mr. Mason. “It 
may not come in your day or mine, but 
some day not only the people here in the 
mother republic, but all over the world, 
in Cuba, South Africa, aye, in the Philip- 
pines, will be free.’”’ 

Other senators who spoke today were 
Mr. Hoar, Mr. Foraker, Mr. Cullom, Mr. 
Patterson, .Mr. Teller, Mr. Carmack and 
Mr. Proctor. 

Mr. Hoar, after reviewing the situa-

McFarland, a geologist, who was within 
a few miles of the mountain at the

Seven weeks ago a slight earthquake 
shock was felt in all parts of Alaska and 
until today the pheromenon remained un- 
explained.

11. ; 

Mr. McFarland thus describes it: 

“Suddenly the earth beneath my feet 
shook, a low rumbling sound accompanied 
the quaking.

Instantly it seemed as if the peak 
had opened. A cloud of ashes 
emoke shot up into the air several 
hundred feet and then there seemed to 
flow from the opening in the 
stream of dirty stuff, -mixed with large 
and small bowlders.- This continued only 
for about ten minutes, then ceased as 
suddenly as it had begun.

house, A. J. Balfour, announced this 
afternoon the peace terms concluded wita 
the Boers. 

An hour before the house met a large 
crowd on Whitehall vociferously cheered 
the notable politicians, particularly the 
colonial secretary, Joseph Chamberlain, 
wno walked unconcernedly in the colo- 
nial office, with a broad smile on his 
face, 

Long before the customary prayer the 
galleries of the house were packed. Jv- 
seph H. Choate, the United States am- 
bassador, Henry White, the secretary of 
the embassy; Lord Rothschild and many 
members of the cabinet patiently waited 
through the answering of questions in 
the house for the momentous announce. 
ment. An unusually large number of 
peers sat in their gallery and behind 
the ladies’ grill, aristocratic women were 
closely packed. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour, both 
received great ovations as they walked to 
their seats. The lobbies and waiting 
rooms were crowded with disappointed 
seekers for seats, among whom were 
many Americans. 

IN BREATHLESS SILENCE 
PEACE TERMS ARE READ 

The period of waiting finally came to 

an end. Amid breathless silence, broken 


a few seconds later by applause such 
as the house of commons seldom hears. 
Mr. Balfour stood up and announced the 
terms on which the war in South Africa 
had been ended. «he reference to ¢he 
Boers ackpowledging King Edward as 
their sovereign made the hit of the day. 

As the liberality of the terms grew 
plainer, the cheers on the government 
side of the house diminished while the op- 
position’s satisfaction was proportion- 
ately increused. 

Through all this the Irish members sat 
impassive, though, earlier in the after- 
noon they had startled the house by a 
demonstration which at first was thought 
to be in honor of peace, but which, it was 
soon discovered, was caused by the re- 
appearance in the house of William Red- 
mond, who has just returned from the 
United States.

Balfour’s statement was concluded every 
one seemed glad of the opportunity fora 
hearty laugh, caused by the government 
gestion that the commons adjourn in 
honor of peace.

MR. BALFOUR ANNOUNCES 
TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT

half of the British government; his ex- 
cellency, Mr, Steyn, General bremner, 
General C. R. DeWet and Judge Hertz- 
zog, acting in behalf of the Urange Free 
State, and General Schalkburger, General 
Reitz, General Louis Botha and General 
Delarey, acting in behalf of their re- 
spective burghers, desiring to terminate

interest. No foreigner or rebel will be 
entitled to benefit under this clause.” 


POINTS IN AGREEMENT 
ELUCIDATED BY BALFOUR 
After he had concluded reading the 
peace agreement, Mr. Balfour proceeded: 
“Thege are certain important points 
not deait with in the document I have 
read, and which was signed on Saturday 
night. Therefore, it may be convenient 
if | read a dispatch from Lord Kitchener 
to the secretary of state for war, dated 
May 30, as follows: 
“After handing the Boer delegates a 


copy of the draft of the agreement, I read”

‘“““His majesty’s government must 
place on record that the treatment of the 
Cape and Natal colonists who have been 
in rebellion, and who now surrender, will, 
if they return to their colonies, be deter- 
mined by the colonial courts and in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the colonies 
and any British subjects who have joined 
the enemy wil] be Hable to trial under 
the law of that part of the British em- 
pire to which they belong. : 
“*“His majesty’s government is inform- 
ed by the Cape) government that thetr 
Views regarding the terms to be granted 
to British subjects in Cape Colony, now 
in the fleld, or who havea surrendered or 
been captured since April 12, 1901, are as 
follows: With regard to the rank and 
file, they should all, after Surrender and 
giving up their arms, sign a document 
before the resident magistrate of the dis- 
trict in which they Surrender, acknowl- 
edging themselves Fullty of high treason 
and the punishment to be accorded them, 
provided they are not guilty of murder 
or acts contrary to the usages of civilized 
warfare, shali be that they are not en- 
titled, for Jife, to be registered as voters 
or vote In any parliamentary or provincial] 
council or municipal election. 3 

“" “With reference to justices of the 
peace, field cornets and all others who 
hold official positions under the govern- 
ment of Cape Colony, or who have been 
occupying ea position of authority, or who 
have held commands in the rebel or 
burgher forces, they shall be tried for 
high treason before the ordinary courts 
of the country or such specid] courts as 
may hereafter be constituted, their pun- 
ishment to be left to the discretion of 
such court, with the proviso that in no 
case shall the,penalty of death be in- 
flicted. 

“*“The Natal government ts of the 
opinion that rebels should be dealt with 
according to the law of that colony” ’ 

“These arrangements,’ concluded Mr. 
Balfour, ‘‘the government has approved.”

- He holds that the heads 
of the packing houses are punishable for 
a Violation! of the laws against forestall- 
ing and engrossing, which have slept urs. 
the statute books for years. 

“The 1eal culprits,’’ Judge Barrow sald, 
“are the men at the head. of the great 
packing houses of the west who organ- 
ized this combination. I give it to you 
as my opinion that an indictment can be 
legally found, if the facts are as they 
are publicly and universally stated to be. 
If you will find a bill of indictment I 
promise you that no stone will be !eft 
unturned to bring the defendants to the 
bar of this court for trial. 

“If they can be indicted and punished 
in this court it will settle the question 
that they can be similarly indicted in 
every county in the United States, in 
which there is sold beef, where the law 
is the same as it is in Georgia.

Or a Retraction of Governor's 
Urder Suspending Him, 


‘Zn Letter to Governor Jelks He De- 
clines the Colonelcy Unless State- 
ment Is Made That Suspen- 
sion Did Not Come as 
Punishment. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 2.—(Special.)— 
The Third regiment squabble has broken 
out afresh. Colonel Higdon demands a 
courtmartial or a retraction of the gov- 
ernor’s order suspending him. He de- 
clines to serve as colonel unless he is 
reinstated, with such explanation that his 
suspension was not in the nature of a 
punishment. In hi@ letter to the governor, 
he says: 

“Not only did your excellency suspend 
me, but my entire staff fell under the 
game order, none of whom had any 
connection with that proceeding, and most 
of whom did not know that such @ pro- 
ceeding was contethpleted. 

“Your excellency now, proposes to set 
aside that order suspending me and my 
staff from our several offices without, 
in any manner, relieving me or them 
from the suspicion of having been guil- 
ty of some conduct that justified such 
harsh action. For aught that appears, 
this last order restoring me to the com- 
mand of my regiment may be accepted 
ws merely declaring that a suspension 
from my command from January 29 to 
May 29 Is a sufficient punishment for 
some Offense that I have been guilty 
of that has not been made known to me 
or my regiment. 

“Were an honorable man charged with 
s0me grave offense and ready to meet it 
before a jury, he -would hardly be satis- 
fied for the prosecutor to withdraw the 
charge without in some public manner 
acquitting him of the supposed crime.” 

Colonel Higdon, in his letter to thé 
gavernor, says: 

“When an officer is relieved from Tits 
command and thus prohibited from dis- 
charging any of the duties of his of- 
fice it should be for some just cause or 
ut least upon some charge of incompetence 
or of neglect of duty or for the violation 
of some order, law or regulation that he 
may be bound to observe. Such an or- 
der carries with it the implied reproach 
that he has failed in the discharge of 
some duty. 

“The mere revocation of that order 
does not, I respectfully submit, take away 
the reproach for these reasons and hav- 
ing been cut off by your excellency from 
any other way of: exonorating myself 
from the reproach you have put upon me, 
I respectfully demand a court of hear- 
Ing to determine whether or not I have 
done anything for punishment without 
a trial and without opportunity for de- 
_ fence.’’

OIL COMPANIES ARE FINED 


On Charge of Violating the Anti- 
Trust Statute. 


JUDGMENT FOR ‘$2,600 PAID 


It Is Believed Their Action Is To 
Secure Early Decision in 
Higher Court. 


Austin, Tex., June 2.—In the suits 
brought some months ago by District At- 
torney Moore against the Nationa! Cotton 
Oil Company and the Southern Cotton Oil 
Company to recover penadties for alleged 
Violation of the anti-trust statute, the 
defendants today withdrew their plea to 
the jurisdiction and demurrers, where- 
upon judgment for $2,600 was entered 
against the defendants, which was paid. 

The attorney general had, in the mean- 
time, filed suit to revoke the license of 
each of the companies upon the same 
ground. The defendants waived citation 
and voluntarily appeared in the attorney 
general's suits, which were then called. 
They were submitted on demurrers with- 
out argument or contest, when judgment 
was rendered revoking the license for a 
permit to do business in this state. 

Defendants had their bonds ready and 
immediately appealed from such judgment 
and the clerk is now preparing the records 
for the appellate courts. The case will! 
be advanced and will be fully argued on 
the appeal. 

The day’s proceedings appeared to be 
the result of an agreement between the 
attorney general and the counsel of the 
oil] campanies to secure an early decision 
of the higher court on the question re- 
specting the constitutionality of all the 
anti-trust statutes of the state. These 
are the only cases that involve the act of 
1899, since the recently decided compress 
= arose exclusively under the act of 
1895. 

In their answers filed today in the at- 
torney general's suits the defendants 
claim that all the anti-trust statutes of 
the state are in violation of the federal 
constitution. Counsel for the gil com- 
panies express great confidence that their 
position will be sustained hy the higher 
courts, and the act of 1899 as well as the 
previous anti-trust act will be declared 
void under the ruling recently made by 
the United States supreme court in the 
Illinois case.

The state 
proved that Harry died of acute gastritis 
just as he was on the verge of becoming 
of age and with a $30,000 life insurance 
policy payable to his mother. 

Today the prosecution played its trump 
card by producing Dr. William Krauss, 
the emminent chemist, who swore he 
found ground glass and evidences of ar- 
senic in Harry’s stomach. 

Harry's body was exhumed secretly at 
night in January and reinterred, so that 
no one knew of it until today.

Charleston,- S. C., June 2.—(Special.)— 

W. M. Bennett, of Atlanta, who was ap- 
pointed joint validating agent by the 
Southeastern Passenger Association for 
the exposition period, closed his office 
today. The expert force which came here 
with Mr. Bennett from Atlanta has re- 
turned home, and the reports submitted 
to Chairman Joseph Richardson speak 
of the splendid results accomplished by 
the validating office.

* The Remedy for the Trusts. 


The idea that the states can sever- 
ally deal with the trusts through local 
statutes has recetved another severe 
jolt. A judge of the federal court in 
Tennessee has, just decided that the 
anti-trust law of that state is uncon- 
stitutional and dismissed a case 
brought against a fertilizer combine. 
Only recently the anti-trust laws of 
Georgia, Illinois and Missouri were 
found to be likewise obnoxious to the 
constitution of the United States. 

’ Considering that most of our state 
legislatures are liberally supplied with 


singular that they are so successful in 
conducting head-on collisions with the 
great charter of the nation. One is 
tempted occasionally to think that the 
average legislator has forgotten the 
existence of that document or else 
overestimates his own ability to 
dodge it. 

It should not be forgotten at any 
time that the federal judiciary is al- 
ways on guard to jealously protect the 
constitution from state encroachments, 
and that any attempt by local legisla- 
tion to interfere. with trusts or gen- 
eral corporation privileges is sure to 
come under its review. Unless the 
State statute is air-tight and copper- 
fastened it is likely to haul off from 
the contest in a leaky and unservice- 
able condition. 

In the matter of anti-trust legisla- 
tion there would seem to be but one 
of two ways by which the evils of the 
combine operations can be successful- 
ly met, One is by an act of congress 


? 


on the lines of a perfected Sherman 


law and under which the trusts can be 
promptly called to book for the com- 
mission of the direct statutory crime 
of restraining trade, or combining for 
purposes of extortion. The other is by 
state statutes that will simply provide 
a speedy mode of applying to corpora- 
tions the old common law remedies 
against regrating, engrossing and ex- 
tortion. In these latter statutes care 
must be had that no exemptions are 
made that. will render the laws obnox- 
ious to the federal constitution. 

Yet, after all, the statutory pursuit 
of the trust evil is a stern chase with 
all the odds of power, influence and 
resources on the side of the combines. 
Few private citizens can afford the 
cost of fighting them in the courts 
and public officials often fear them 


| because of their political power. The 


one true and sovereign remedy is 
found only in the democratic method 
of entrusting the government to those 
who will legislate for the people and 
not for plutocratic persons or combi- 
nations. And the legislation most 
needed and most effective is not penal- 
izmg statutes, but the repeal of the 
tariffs and other special privileges by 
which the republican party has em- 
powered the combines of capital to 
burden and loot the masses of the 
people. 

The best, quickest and deadliest 
‘anti-trust legislation the people can 
enact is to turn the republican party 
eut of power and substitute a true 
democratic congress in the capitol and 
executive in the white house.

Americanizing Great Britain. 

Our British cousins across the wa- 
ter are not so intoxicated with excite- 
ment over the approaching coronation 
ceremonies at Westminster that they 
cannot find time to fret over the wan- 
ing industrial supremacy of the Brit- 
ish empire. Almost any London news- 
paper which we may chance to pick up 
these days will acquaint us with two 
important items of information: First, 
that King Edward VII will be formal- 
ly crowned during the last week of 
June, and, second, that British indus- 
trial prestige is slowly but surely giv- 
ing way before the steady advances of 
American competition. 

Typical of many other like editorial 
complaints is the following wail from 
The London Black and White: 

Very soon there will be little left here 
in which the United States does not 
either wholly possess or hold a ruling 
share. What -~we wear, what we éat, the 
too!s we use, from our pens and writing 
desks to the machines that run _ the 
workshop and the foundry and the fur- 
nace, all these, and more, are American, 
There is not a market in which American 
competition is*ot pressing English man- 
ufacturers harder and harder. 


Such candid expressions as_ the 
above are doubly significant at this 
time, as they show that the fears of 
the Englishman are_ so _ painfully 
aroused over the likelihood of seeing 
the industrial palm pass over into the 
hands of the United States that even 
the glamour of the approaching fes- 
tivities are not sufficient to blind him 
to the danger which threatens the 
country. Like the ghost at the ban- 
quet the specter of American competi- 
tion rises above the din of feasts and 
causes the revellers to shudder.

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Seventeen-Year Locusts. 

Our farmers are beginning to grow 
uneasy over the apprehended return 
of the seventeen-year locusts. Up to 
this time the pestiferous insects have 
not put in an appearance, but in all 
provability they will be with us in 
full force before the year is out. 

Some of our readers may perhaps 

remember the visit which the seven- 
teen-year locusts made us in 1868. 
Few localities throughout the coun- 
try escaped the blignting consequences 
of this visit and the damage wrought 
by the insect was very great. How- 
ever, in 1885 there was not so much 
harm done and few complaints were 
heard. Perhaps the insects intend to 
be equally,as light upon us this year, 
but there ‘ no telling what they will 
do. Instead of passing us lightly by 
they may visit us in greater numbers 
than ever before, in order to atone 
for past neglect; but whether they 
come in vast regiments or-in small 
companies they are sure to come 
sooner or later. There is something 
most extraordinary in the mathemat- 
ical regularity with which the insect 
makes the rounds of the country every 
seventeen years. He is certainly well 
up in arithmetic. 
* Accoruing to scientific experts the 
seventeen-year locust does not belong 
properly to the locust family, but is 
rather on the order of the large har- 
vest fly and is by no means as harm- 
ful to agricultural crops as are the 
dreaded migratory locusts which occa- 
sionally sweep over the western wheat 
fields.

Virginia’s New Charter. 

The constitutional convention in Vir- 
ginia has voted to proclaim the new 
constitution it has made without ref- 
‘erence to the people. It has done this 
in. direct denial of a pledge given by 
the democratic party in its state plat- 
form of 1900, and in consequence of 
which, it is claimed, a majority was 
obtained for.the holding of the con- 
vention to reform the state charter. 

The question of submitting the con- 
stitution to the old electorate for ratj- 
fication or rejection was exhaustively 
debated and the proposition to put the 
document in force at once without ref- 
erence to the people was carried by a 
majority of ten votes.The argument 
which prevailed with the delegates 
was that the resolutions of a party 
convention could not bind a sovereign 
convention of the people’s representa- 
tives and that the demand for the re- 
formed constitution was greater than 
the obligations of party consistency. 

As we have before remarked, there 
can be no question as to the arbitrary 
right of the convention to proclaim its 
work. Constructively it is the people 
}and its decisions are irreversible by 


any other state authority. The dele- 
gates have probably consulted the tem- 
per of the people who are to be the 
future electors of the state sufficiently 
to feel sure that the proclamation of 
the constitution will meet their ap 
proval. Of course, those who are op- 
posed to the new document because of 
the radical change in the suffrage 
clause, which largely disfranchises 
the ignorant negroes, will make much 
of the claim that the convention has 
broken a moral pledge to the people. 
Nevertheless, the interests of Vir- 
ginia have languished for a quarter of 


}@ century, because of the vagaries and 


extravagancies of the Underwood con- 
stitution—the product of reconstruc- 
tion: rascality and rapacity. Under it 
the state has struggled with fortitude 
to bear taxations and exactions that 
were devised by exploiters of the most 
radical type and who designed the in- 
strument to perpetuate an oligar¢hy 
erected by bayonets and fattened by 
the sweat o. the people. Even under 
the best men of the state, elected by 
the solid democratic people of the 
commonwealth, *the constitution has 
continued to yield bitter fruit instead 
of sweet. 

The people of Virginia, we are sure, 
will find no serious reasons for ob- 
jecting to the proclamation of the con- 
stitution. They are in daily need of 
its economies and its establishment 
of genuine democratic institutions and 
methods of administration. The 
instrument is not perfect, naturally, 
but it will yield to easier and safer 
amendment than the Underwood mon- 
strosity and in that the people are of- 
fered a large compensation for the 
proclamation of it by the convention. 

This new charter for the Old Domin- 
ion has been made for her by loyal 
and careful sons of her soil, and un- 
der it we hope to see her restored to 
her ancient fullness oi enterprise and 
prosperity and leadership in the arts 
and achievements of statesmanship. 
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Municipal Ownership. 

Mr. James Boyle, the American con- 
sul at Liverpool, has recently made an 
interesting report to the United States 
government showing the extent to 
which municipal ownership of public 
utilities has been carried in Great 
Britain, and some of the disclosures 
which he makes are surprising. 

For example, he states that 99 mu- 
nicipalities in Great. Britain own their 
own street railway systems, 40 own 
their own gas plants and 181 own their 
own electric light supplies. But some 
of the municipalities go even to the 
extent of owning the most unheard-of 
properties. Manchester owns a ship 
canal, St. Helens a sterilized milk de- 
pot, Torquay a rabbit warren, Hull a 
crematorium, Doncaster and Chester 
a race course, Bradford a hotel, Har- 
rowgate a Turkish bath, Bournemouth 


a golf course, West Ham a stone-flag- 


ging factory, and Colchester an oyster 
fishery. Several British cities supply 
free concerts. Liverpool furnishes hot 
water on the slot principle. Instead of 
losing ground the policy of municipal 
ownership is steadily gaining ground 
in Great Britain. Glasgow has em- 
barked in the operation of public 
utilities to such an extent that she no 
lotger finds it necessary to resort to 
taxation to provide revenue for run- 
ning the government. 

Many cities in this country have 
adopted the policy of municipal own- 
ership with splendid success. Though 
it interferes with competition to some 
extent, it gives the public the benefit 
of the profits and reduces the burden 
of taxation. For this reason it will 
no doubt continue to grow in favor.

| WATSON’ S NAPOLEON. 


J. H. Dillard in Harlequin. 

This book, in one handsom¢@ volume issued 
by the Macmillan Company, will probably flod 
even more readers than the two-volume “Story 
of France.” It is safe to predict that not 
cne of those who may read it will be disap 
pointed. It is good helpful reading, and it is 
easy reading. 

With the exception of Lenier’s poems, noth- 
ing from the south has come into the reaha 
ef literature with such unquestionable dis- 
tinction as these historical works of Wat- 
son. The critics have hardly yet ceased woh- 
dering how such books could come out of a 
little Georgia town; and it is still possible 


that the author ts the jdentical Tom Watson 
who ran as a populist on the ticket with 
Bryan. 

Such surprises in literature are delightful, 
They blow a fresh breeze through the world 
of letters, somewhat disturting to the academ- 
ic shades, but sure in the end to be wel- 
comed even there. The greatest literature 
comes this way—not in the orthodox grooves, 
Its adoption into orthodox circles comes 
later. 

If, however, one inquires behind the sur- 
prise, it is generally found that there negd 
have been no surprise. In silent labor, out of 
sight, the preparation has been going on. It 
is said that those who know Mr. Watson in- 
timately are not surprised at the production 
of.these brilliant studies. 

This history of Napoleon is to me much the 
most satisfactory of all the Hves that I have 
reade and mainly for the same reason that 
the ‘‘Story of France’ was found to be of 
unique importance. The reason is this: These 
books are written from the new point of view; 
namely, that which does not confine its scope 
and interest to kings, lords, barons, dipio- 
matists, officials, and the privileged classes, 
tut regards primarily the freedom and woel- 
fare of all the human beings that compose 
the nation. According to the old point of 
view, the only place in history for the ma- 
jority was to be found fn the record of an 
occasional unpleasant uprising, or in an 
enumeration of the slain in battle. It is 
only within fifty years that histories have 
begun to take much account of the spread of 
human rights. Except Aubrey’s England and 
Watson's France, there are no histories, so far 


as I know, which make this, as it ought to be, 


the central theme. 

Watson brings out, as has never been done 
before, that Napoleon’s worth to the worid 
consisted in his paving the way for the 
giowth of democracy. Although personal am- 
bition and the desire to found a dynasty 
brought personal ruin and a great reactian, 
the work done could never be fully undone. 
Napoleon himself saw this. He said at St. 
Helena: 

‘The atmosphere of modern ideas stifles 
the old feudalists, for henceforth nothing can 
destroy or deface the grand principles of cur 
revolution. These truths can never cease to 
exist. * * * Friends and foes must confess 
that of these principles I am the chief soldier, 
the grand representative.’’ 

Then Watson asks the question how he can 
utter such words, since he became in some 
ways more despotic than any Bourbon, and 
answers the question thus: 

“Because he knew that posterity would see 
at work, within the body of his despotism, the 
spirit of democracy.”’ ‘ 

This is true, and this it ts which gives 
Napoleon's work its essential and permhanent 
value. 

The charming and original style which de- 
lighted readers ‘of the ‘‘Story of France’ is 
continued in this recent work. There is the 
same aptness of quotation, the same vividness 
of description, the same keen, brisk analysis, 
the same happy, epigrammatic conciseness.

Roosevelt’s Merforial Address. 


Editor Constitution: President Roosevelt and 
others on the union side of the great civil war 
make egregious mistakes in their conclusions 
and statemente in reference thereto. These 
statements are made to the public as facts and 
will, no doubt, go down In history to our 
children as undisputed truth. 

The views expressed by the president at Ar- 
lington on the 30th of May last, Memorial day, 
are undoubtedly Incorrect. «Mr. Roceevelt tells 
the federal soldiers that lad they failed it 
“would have meant destruction to everything 
which makes the American name a symbol of 
hope among the nations of mankind. * * ® 
We call to mind the deaths of those who died 
that the nation might live. * * *® To have 
gone wrong would have meant not merely dis- 
aster, but annihilation. * * * Had you fatled 
in the iron days the loss would have been ir- 
reparable. * * * In your success depended 
all’the future of the people on this continent,’’ 
and many other expressiona of similar import. 

Nothing could have been further from the 
wishes or purposes of the confederates as a 
whole and their government, than to have 
wrought the things etated by the president and 
such results would never have followed, unless 
the United States government and its people 
willed it upon the success of the confederacy 

The federal ‘government after separation 
would have been left free to govern their peo- 
ple as they chose to do. There was not a ein- 
gle confederate who desired or would then or 
afterwards have interfered with the people of 
the United States in any manner, and they 
would have been left alone to do as they 
pleased. Surely Mr. Roosevelt does not be- 
lieve that all these disnsters and calamities 
would have befallen his people had they been 
deprived of the southern people to take care 
of them, to buy of them and to contribute to 
their treasury. He must believe that without 
the support of the thirteen southern states 
the other thirty-three stater could and would 
have continued to exist and prosper and that 
they could do so without tncurring all the evtiis 
and disasters that he enumerates would befall 
them. 

If jeft to themselves they would have been 
free to do just as they please, without any in- 
terference whatever from the south. They could 
have all the laws they now have and enjoy, 
and as many others as they wished. They 
could have high protective tariff, as high as 
the Chinese wall. They could, In fact, have ex- 
cluded all fabrics and products of other coun- 
tries and have given over to the great trusts 
and monopolies the exclusive privilege of buy- 
ing and selling to their people all commodities 
at whatever prices they pleased, without any 
kick from the south or the balance of the 
world. They could live in the enjoyment of 
laws constructed in accordance with their pe- 
cullar civil, military and religious views, with- 
out any one to molest or make them afraid, 
and what more would any people want? Sure- 
ly they would not, like Kilkenny cats, extermi- 
nate themselves and bring voluntarily upon 
themselves all these calamities which Mr. 
Roosevelt has enumerated as being inevitable 
if the confederacy had eucceeded in establigh- 
ing its independence. Surely Uncle Sam could 
have existed and stood alone without the south! 
Surely the old fellow’s loss would not have been 
“irreparable’’ and resulted in his ‘“‘annthila- 

tion’’ and the destruction of ‘‘the future of 
mankind as a whole.’ 

Does not Mr. Roosevelt and everybody else 
know that if the independence of the southern 
confederacy had been established the United 
States would have continued to exist just as 
Fngland did after the thirteen colonies estab-

lished their independence? Yes, he believes 
and every other sane man believes it; 
then why on each and every memortal occa- 
sion do union orators rave about annihilation 
of the United States government, the destruc- 
tion of the future of mankind, the establigsh- 
ment of awarchy, and picture that all the woes 
to which mankind ts subject would heave be. 
fallen the people north had the people of the 
south been left to themselves, to live under a 
government of their own choosing? 

We of the south believe there is enough in- 
telligence, virtue and patriotism in the north 
to maintain a government of their own, and 
we know that the confederacy possessed all 
the requisites for the best government on 
earth, Had the confederacy succeeded she 
would have held up to the gaze of the civilized 
world a model government, after which all of 
them could have patterned and been greatly 
benefited; a government composed of the best 
Caucasian blood and manhood in the world, a 
government of the highest type of intell- 
gence, virtue, patriotism, industry, happiness 
and religion. It would have been a most pros- 
perous country, modeled after the ideas of the 
immorta] Jefferson, with equal rights to all, 
special privileges to none. 

The confederacy would have had practically 
free trade with all countries, with tariff only 
sufficient to support an honest government, 
economically administered. Her people would 
have sold and bought where they pleased and 
to the best advantage, and thereby their prod- 
ucts would have brought more and their dollar 
bought double ae moch as under exieting con- 
ditions, and thereby their independence and 
Mberty greatly increased. 

If this operated to the detriment of the 
United States they could frame their laws to

Limitation ‘of Education. 


Editor Constitution: In the history of man- 
kind there are periods when great waves of 
thought or sentiment sweep over countries. 
Witness the crusades, the Protestant reforma- 
tion and modern democracy. Of late a great 
educational wave has spread over the southern 
states, and the tendency of human nature to 
go to extremes finds no exception In this move- 
ment. Many regard education as a@ panacea 
for all the ille of Hfe. It is advocated as the 
basis of morals, and, therefore, a substitute 
for goals and prisons, a contention not sus- 
tained by criminal statistics. But the value 
of education is so obvious, so universally ad- 
mitted, euch extreme and extravagant views 
are not needed to establish its legitimate 
claims. In the midst of the prevailing enthu- 
siasm it may be well to pause and consider 
some of the limitations of education tn order 
to avoid useless expenditure of means and 
labor. 


Age, Intellectual Capacity, Leisure, 
Money. 


In any scheme or system of public education 
the principal things to be considered are age, 
intellectual capacity, leisure and money. First, 
as to age: when should an average child begin 
its education in books? It must not be for- 
gotten that a young ehild’s time, as regards 
intellectual development, is not lost because 
it is not being educated tn books. Its mind is 
being developed in manifold ways: by play, 
by the mechanism and manipulation of its play 
things, by association with its fellows, with 
its parents or other older persons, by [ts con- 
tact with nature, its association with dogs. 
cate, horses, cows, etc., by its observation of 
the habits of Insects and other living creatures. 
Its mind responds to all the stimulants of its 
environment. And the question arises, when 
may education in books be profitably added to 
these natural sources of education? When Is 
the young child’a will sufficiently developed to 
insure study of abstractions, and take the place 
of the natural interest a child feels in its 
plays? When wil! the muscular _ irritation, 
which prompts incessant motion and obstructs 
attention, subside sufficiently to allow a child 
to sit still for hours in a school room and con- 
centrate its attention upon its lessons? So far 
as known no experiments, no tests of this point 
have been made. In the absence of tests the 
school age has been variously fixed: often de- 
cided by the convenience of parents in having 
their children gotten out of their way, or from 
ambition to-have them precociously advanced, 
or from the desire of teachers to secure the 
largest number of pupils. In Georgia the school 
age is fixed by law at 6 to 18. It is purely an 
arbitrary matter, not governed by any fixed 
principle. Private enterprise makes the begin- 
ning age still earlier in the kindergarten, which 
is practically a nursery and a modified play- 
house. It has been suggested that the best en- 
trance echoo] age might, be ascertained by ¢s- 
tablishing a school, say of fifty pupils, all six 
years old, and another of the same number of 
pupils 8 years old, making all other conditions 
as nearly alike as possible, and comparing re- 
sults when both sets of pupile had reached the 
age of ten. As the beginning of school age has 
never been fixed upon any rationa|] basis, why 
not as a matter of economy advance it from 6 
to 8? This point will be discussed later when 
the school fund Is under review. 

Capacity To Receive and Profit by 
Education. 

People of the same race are not born with 
equal {fntellectual capacity or potentiality of 
future development. Different races of men 
exhibit ‘similar inequalities between them- 
selves. Children of the same race may be 
grouped as: dull, medium, bright and very 
bright. It is obvious that no system of educa- 
tion can meet the needs, or be equally adapted 
to the capacity of these four groups, except 
at the starting point, or finst grade of the pri- 
mary schoot; and even here the curriculum 
must be arranged to suit the capacity of the 
first group or the dull children. As eoon as 
more complex and difficult studies are taken 
up—such as dull children cannot master—it is 
useless to pass them into the higher grades 
or to continue them indefinitely in the lower 
grades. If, then, according to our democrati> 
ideas, everybody ise to be educated, if educa- 
tion is to be universal, it must be so rudimen- 
tary, so elemental that dull children can re- 
ceive and appropriate ft. Such an education 
jis defined and provided for by the constitution 
of Georgia as the ‘‘elementary branches of an 
English education.’’ Free education for all 
the people cannot go beyond the elemental 
stage, because as soon as it does, children of 
limited capacity are practically, if not actually, 
thrown out of the schools, and educatéon be- 
comes partial and limited to a fractional part 
of the people. This fractional part embraces 
etudies more and more difficult. Note how few 
proportionately pass from the primary to the 
high school, from the high school to the ¢col- 
lege, and from the college to the university. 
We repeat, therefore, that when ‘‘free educa- 
tien for all the people’ is advocated, it must 
be rudfmentaryv. As soon as the etate under- 
takes to provide education beyond and above 
this it becomes partial, it makes a difference 
between its citizens, and gives privileges to 
some which others cannot enjoy. 


High Schools, Colleges and Univer- 
sities. 


Should high schools, colleges and universities 
be established and maintained by the state, or 
should they be left to private, to religious de- 
nominations or to communities where local tax- 
ation is authorized by parties interested? Is 
it equitable, ts it fair for the state to provide 
higher education for a portion of its children, 
because they happen to have more brains or 
more money and leisure to take advantage 
thereof? As a matter of history and of fact, 
the states as states have done little in pro- 
viding higher education, except when posses- 
sed of large quantities of public lands with 
which to endow them, as in the case of Texas 
and some other western states. Even at the 
north, where paternalism is more prevalent 
than at the south, the leading colleges and 
universities have not been establiehed and sup- 
ported by the states. Witness Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Cornell, Brown and many others. 
Probably an exception to this general statement 
might be made in favor of technical schools 
and universities for graduate work. In techni- 
cal schools young men are trained to be cap- 
tains of industry, to lead in industrial develop- 
ments, and the benefits of their work are 
shared necessarily by all the citizens of the 
state. A student thus trained, and who makes 
a discovery capable of practical application, 
may pay back to the state ig actua}] cash much 
more than the cost and maintenance of the 
school iteelf. In a university the brightest 
minds may receive full development, minds 
that shall lead in thought, give tone to the 
commonwealth, raise its ideals, make useful 
scientific discoveries: and contribute to the 
lution of the great problems of government 
and of economic and social rejations of its cit!- 
zens; in short, minds which render progrees 
possible. Of course, all the citizens of a state 
participate in the results of such work. 

It Is not neceseary to discuss the limitations 
of leieure upon education. The children of the 
very poor, too often, alas, must assist in the 
support of the family and have little time to 
devote to education. 


Money. 


In the popular mind the greatest drawback 
to public education at present is the lack of 
money—money to bulld better schoo] houses, 
procure better equipment, pay larger salaries 
80 as to gecure better teachers, and also extend 
the echool term. Under existing conditions 
this would seem to be true. Speaking for Geor- 
gia it may be pertinent to ask, however, wheth- 
er the funds already provided by the state are 
expended in the most judicious, economical ana 
constitutional manner. As already argued, the 
etate can equitably and justly. provide for ele- 
mentary, technical and highest education only. 
Why should the state incur the é@xpense of 
twelve years schooling to allow a child to re- 
ceive an elementary education in its primary 
schools? Would not six years (from 8 to }j4), 
or even less, furnish ample time in which to 
secure such an education? Would not a reduc- 
tion in number of school years bring about, 
if not a corresponding, certainly a decided re- 
duction in number of pupils? Would this not 
carry with it a decided reduction in the cost 
of teaching? Again, suppose every pli who 
receives no benefit from being ta t. elther 
from lack of capacity or idleness, was prompt- 
ly and rigidly thrown out of school, what 
large reduction of numbers would follow. Why, 
as President Jordan, of ye ublversity. 
has tersely remarked, spend ,000 on a 50- 
cent pupil? Away with the idea that the suc- 
cess or the work of a school, college or uni- 
versity is measured by the number in at- 
tendance. Waste not time, energy and means 
in fruitless efforts to educate incapables. Weed 
them out as quickly as possible In all schools, 
colleges and universities and concentrate ef-| 
fort upon those willing and capable of receiv- 
ing and Boye by an education. Education 
is valuable only when it is received, assimiljat-

HON. DUPONT GUERRY, 
Speaking from His Carriage to the Employees of the Southern Rail- 
way Shops. 
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From a Carriage Drawn by Four White Horses, Ad- 
vocate of Prohibition Addresses Two Audiences. 
Big Crowd on Marietta Street. 


Hon Dupont Guerry delivered two 
speeches in Atlanta vesterday—one at the 
Southern railway shops at 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon and the other in front of 
the Columbia theater at § o'clock. 

The speech to the employees of the 
Southern shops was delivered shortly af- 
ter the works had closed down for the 
day and was listened to by about 250 men, 
The up-town speech was delivered to an 
audience of probably 700 people. Both 
speeches touched on the topics usually 
dealt with by Mr. Guerry. In the main, 
the two speeches were practically identi- 
cal, with the exception of the fact that 
the Marietta street speeeh was frequently 
enlivened by interruptions and demon- 
strations for Terrell, whereas the meet- 
ing at the shops was an unusually quiet 
and orderly affair. 

Mr. Guerry arrived in the city early in 
the morning. He registered ‘at the Jack- 


Son -hotel and spent the morning in the; 


company of Sydney C. Tapp and other 
conspicuous members of the local Guerry 
club. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon Mr. Guerry, 
Sydney Tapp, Charles Nunnally and Nym 
McCullough drove out to the Southern 
shops in a carriage drawn by four white 


horses. A speech was made to the South- 
ern shop employees shortly after the 
closing hour. Returning to town, Mr. 
Guerry drove to the Columbia theater and 
addressed an audience there. 

In both speeches Mr. Guerry paid his 
respects to the newspapers of the state 
and charged them with unfairness. He 
stated that quiet agents of his campaign 
had demonstrated beyond doubt that a 
mass of “bluff and bluster’ in regard to 
Terrell’s candidacy had filled the press 
of the state. He attacked lobbyism, the 
alleged non-payment of just taxes by the 
raiiroads, urged the necessity of the child 
labor bill and stressed the importance of 
unionism among the laboring classes. 


Southern Shops Speech. 
Mr. Guerry was introduced at 
Southern shops by George Hannah. 


part he said: 

“Tf elected to the position of goverpor 
of this state, I shall stand for everything 
that will favor labor in this state. 
Everything that will enable labor to car- 
ry on a successful but peaceful warfare 
will meet with my hearty approval. In 
regard to the child labor bill, I shall ap- 
prove any measure which will tend to 
protect the little ones.” 

Touching on the convict lease system, 
he said that either the present systcm 
was radically wrong or that the present 
commission was at fault. 

‘In 1898 a lease wae made with a cit- 
izen of Atlanta by which he got the use 
of convicts at 50 cents on the dollar. 
These convicts are subleased at a grext 
profit and fhe state is annually losing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars which 
ought to go to the general educational 
fund. 

“tT have no prejudice against the raifl- 
roads. I know I have been so charged, 
but {it is not true. The railroads are/as 
essential to the country as you are: to 
them. A man who has any designs on 
the corporations has no right to be gov- 
ernor of this or any other state. Not 
only that, he has no right to-vote. I 
want the raflroads to prosper. All I ask 
of them is that they pay their taxes in 
just the same proportion that you and I 
and every other citizen does. From a 
careful examination of the tax returns, 
I have found that the ratiroads of the 
state are paying about one-third the 
taxeg that the ordinary citizen has to 
pay. 

“I am opposed to the cdnsolidation of 
railroads. Consolidation means the death 
of competition.

COMES TO TECH 


H. M. Atkinson, of Atlanta, 
Makes Third Subscription 
of That Size. 


PRESIDENT HALL HOPES TO 
RAISE $10,000 BY JUNE 19 


Wants To Announce Completion of 
the Subscriptions on Commence- 
ment Day—Woypld Like Sums 
of $1,000 from Three’ 

Other Citizens.

The Georgia School of Technology has 
secured another $1,000 toward the $10,000 
which must be raised in order to secure 
the $10,000 subscription offered by the 
general educational board, of which Wil- 
liam H. Baldwin is chairman. 

This subscription was made yesterday 
morning by Harry M. Atkinson, of this 
city, in a letter addressed to President 
Lyman Hall, of the Tech. This makes a 
total of $3,000 subscribed so far toward 
the $10,000 needed, $1,000 each having been 
given by James Swann, of New York 
city, and A. B. Steele, of Atlanta. 

There is now needed $7,000 more to make 
up the desired amount and it is hoped io 
have this in hand or subscribed by June 
19, the final commencement day at the 
institution. The prospects seem good, ac- 
cording to present indications, for re- 
curing the full $10,000 by that time. 

President Hall is anxious for at least 
three more prominent citizens to sub- 
scribe $1,000 each and the balance will 
have to be raised by smaller subscrip- 
tions from $500 down. 

This money, $20,000, {is needed, as has 
been gtated, for the equipment of an ex- 
perimental] and electrical laboratory, the 
building for which has already been con- 
structed. It is a feature of which the 
Tech is in great need and after efforts ex- 
tending over some time the necessary 
equipment is now in sight. 

Mr. Atkinson’s Letter. 

Following is Mr. Atkinson’s letter to 
President Hall in which he makes the 
subscription of $1,000: 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 2, 1902.—Lyman 
Hall, President Georgia School of Tec- 
nology, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I feel the 
greatest interest in the Georgia School 
of Technology. It deserveg the support 
and help of every citizen of Atlanta and 
Georgia. It gives me great pleasure to 
subscribe $1,000 toward the fund of $10,{40 
which must be raised so that the Georgia 
School of Technology may secure the 
$10,000 offered by the general educational 
board of New York. 

‘I consider it a privilege to help this 
work. No stronger duty rests upon us 
at the pfesent time than to raise the fuil 
amount required. The state and this city 
are being put to the test and the fund 
must be raised. Not to raise this money 
at this time would be letting this school 
go by default, and the people of Georgia 
and Atlanta will never do that. LooRing 
at the matter from a purely selfish 
standpoint no money could be invested in 
any way that will bring greater returns 
than to put it into this school. The fu- 
ture development of the state and the 
south depends upon this work of educa- 
tion. We must depend upon our schools 
to produce men to take charge of the 
great development that is now fairly 
under way in this state. Without men 
equipped to do this work we cannot suc- 
ceed. The School of Technology is do- 
ing a work that is peculiarly valuable at 
the present time; valuable to every citi- 
zen of Georgia. We must raise this 
present fund, and many others in the fu- 
ture. Money subscribed by the citizens 
of Georgia for such a purpose means 
much more and will be very much more 
valuable in the long run 
larger stibscriptions from outside sources.

the Tech,”’ President Hal] sald in speak- 
ing of the matter, “and expect to in- 
terest them in tne proposed endowment.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 2.—None of the news devei- 
opments since the stock exchange closed on 
Thursday afternoon availed to induce any ac- 
tivity in the trading. Neither the deciaration 
of peace in South Africa nor the acute stage 
reached in the anthracite strike awakened any 
interest in the stock market, either on the 
buying or Selling side. There was some early 
demagd for grain carrying railroads, owing to 
the large advance in the net earnings reported 
for April over those for last year. The very 
light movement of grain, especially of corn, 
owing to last year’s crop failure, and the prom- 
ising outlook for a full crop this year gave 
added force to this showing. Union Pacific, 
Burlington, Canadian Pacific, among the grain 
carriers, and Reading, Lehigh Valley and Nor- 
folk and Western, among the eastern lines, 
show increases in April net earnings of from 
$100,000 to near $300, The languid re- 
sponse to the peace news was in accord with 
the tone of the London market itself. This 
was partly attributed there to the taking up 
of attention with rejoicing over the peace. Buc 
there s undoubted realizing on a large scale 
as well as on the part of speculators who nave 
bought for several days past in an anticipa- 
tion of the peace. ‘This wae purely speculative 
profit taking, however, and does not alter the 
evident importance to the whole financial world 
of the ending of the war, the stoppage of ex- 
penditure unproductive from the econom.c 
standpoint, and the promise of early renewal 
of abundant supply of money meta) from the 
South African goid mines. The reports from 
the anthracite region received in Wall street 
were reassuring as to the success of the com- 
panies in keeping their pumping ma- 
chinery active and thus preventing 
damage to the mines by flooding, in spite 
of the response to the etrike orders on the 
part of the engineers of the pump engines. It 
would be a violent assumption to read any 
significance in today's stock operations as 4 
reflection of general financial sentiment. There 
were few open accounts left open among the 
traders after the triple holiday and the light 
new commitments were almost entirely among 
this class, and were largely closed out again 
before the end of the day, as shown by the 
general return of the price level to that made 
at the opening. The conviction is general that 
the money market must be kept free from ex- 
traordinary strains until the outlook is clearer 
for the meeting of obligations into the fall. 
The heavy borrowings abroad, which must be

Chicago, June 2.—Bulls tn corn were very 
épunky today. Under very discouraging cir- 
‘urrstances they bought heavily and turned a4 
weak market strong. Wheat was helped some 
by the firmness of coarse grains and recovered 
from early tosses. At the close July wheat 
gained a shade, July corn gained I@Ii*%c and 
July oats were %c up. Provisions closed 5 to 
7@10c higher. 

Everything at the start worked against corn 
prices. Wheat was weak, the. short session at 
Liverpool resulted in lower cables, the country 
sent jin 523 cars of corn and promised 520 for 
tomorrow and the crowd was bearish. A dull 
market prevented much early business and 
July started %@%c:- down at 6!1@60%c. and 
hovered around the low prices for a time. Bears 
who had the market all their own way for 
three successive days plucked up courage and 
began selling still further short, when sud- 
denly the big bull house that is supposed to 
have control of July stuff started in to the 
support.

Minneapolis 
and Duluth reported 348 cars, making a total 
for the three points of 376 cars, against 274 
last week and 696 a year ago. World's ship- 
ments were 7,712,000 bushels, against 9,672,- 
000 bushels last week and 8,419,000 bushels 
last year. Breadstuffs on passage decreased 
1.208.000 bushels, and the visible supply de- 
creased 2,025.000 bushels. Seaboard clear- 
ances in wheat and flour equaled 923,000 bush- 
els. Primary receipts were 443,000 bushels, 
against 912,000 bushels last year. 

Oats shared in the general depression at the 
start. Crop reports were very promising, oats 
were moving to market better, the May bull 
scare was out of the way and commission 
houses sold here and there. Trade was light 
all day owing to the restriction by heavy re- 
ceipts. The corn strength helped prices late 
and July, which had sold at 36c, advanced to 
37 and closed firm at 36%c. Receipts were 
352 cars. 

Trade in provisions was restricted, but with- 
out much interest. Opening prices were lower 
on a free movement of hogs. Hog prices, which 
were weak early, gradually strengthened and 
on a good support by packers and the grain 
etrength the provision list firmed up and closed 
July pork 7%c higher at $17.17%, July lard 
5c up at $10.25 and July ribs 7%@1!10c up at 
$9.82‘.

Chicago, June 2.—Operations in the grain pits 
today were of a nervous and uncertain charac- 
ter and the trade in the aggregate was only 
of moderate proportions. Sentiment was mix- 
ed, but at the lower prices the bulls made their 
presence felt. Wheat opened easy in conse- 
quence of indifferent cables from the English 
market, bear crop data and more liberal re- 
ceipts, the latter, however, being for two’ and 
three days in a number of cases. The feeling 
at the close was rather mixed, though the 
bears seemed indisposed to force matters. 

Corn moved eympathetically, the weak ca- 
bles from the English market being effective 
in this conrection. Trade was dull, but the 
sentiment engendered by the selling of the lo- 
cal crowd and a few commission houses kept 
prices weak for some time. At the lower 
prices, however, the shorts covered in a mol- 
erate way. The feeling at the close was un- 
certain and quite well mixed with professional 
interests in complete charge of the market. 

Favorable crop reports and the weakness in 
other grains depressed the market for oats. 
Receipts were considerably increased, but at 
the lower price there was coneiderable cover- 
ing by shorts. 

Liberal hog receipts at the yards today de- 
pressed the provision list at the start. Brokers 
bought a little to steady prices, but the com- 
mission house selling was quite 
the relative dullness of the trade allowed prices 
to sag a bit. The shipments of stuff were fair 
with cables steady. 


a. S. Johnston on Crop Conditions. 


Meridian. Miss., May 31.—Weaker condi- 
tions since the 17th instant have been all that 
could be desired, with the exception of the 
past few days, which were too cold. However, 
no material barm was caused thereby, the 
growth of the plant being only temporarily re- 
tarded. In some sections, where the growth 
has been perhaps too rapid, it is more than 
likely such cool weather exerted a beneficial 
effect. It is needless to say, though, a cone 
tinuance of such low temperatures is not de- 
sirable at this season of the year, and it is 
not calculated to improve the young an@® ten- 
der plant just out of the ground. 

Numerous complaints are heard from various 
xections—too dry in some, too much rain in 
others, and boll weevils and grasshoppers in 
Texas. They are not heard very generally, 
and the writer considers the few complaints in 
evidence far more than offset by the fact 
that practically no replanting took place this 
season. This is most unusual, it being only 4 
very rare occasion when we fail to hear of 
replanting. 

Offsetting the few complaints by the ab- 
sence of replanting, nothing can be srid 
against this crop, except that it is about on an 
average of ten days late. In comparison with 
the crop of 1896-1897, which was an unusually 
early one, this crop will show up well. About 
the only difference being, one was early while 
the other late. It is more than likely, on this 
account, the bureau report for the month of 
Mav will not show more than 96, as against 
©7.2 in 1896. :

RAILWAY NOTES. 


The Seaboard’s Extension. 
Scarcely a day passes now that some- 
thing does not happen which brings near- 
er the extension of the Seaboard Air Line 
from Atlanta to Birmingham. This is a 
pie¢e of railway construction that has 
long been taiked, but while for a number 
of years the Seaboard officials have con- 
fidently affirmed that the line was to be 
built, the general public has held the 
opinion that the actual building of the 

line was a very remote possibility. 

Opinion has changed on this subject un- 
til now everybody is looking forward to 
the time when the Seaboard will be run- 
ning trains between Birmingham and At- 
lanta. The people of Birmit#tgham are said 
to be enthusiastic over the prospects for 
a new line to Atlanta and the officials 
of the road are rushing the preparations 
for the work of actual construction. 

The following dispatch from New York 
states that all financial plans for the 
work have been completed and the mat- 
ter is now only one of purchasing material 
and laying the track: 

“New York, June 2.—The plans of the 
underwriting syndicate for the extension 
of the Seaboard Air Line to Birmingham, 
Ala., have been completed. They include 
an issue of $5,300,000 4 per cent bonds, a 
first mortgage on the Birmingham line, 
and a direct lien on the Seaboard Air Line.

The 
tracks of the Western and Atlantic be- 
tween Atlanta and Cartersville will be 
used while the Seaboard’s line between 
Atlanta and Cedartown Is being buiit.

The first apparent step in the consoll- 
dation of the Choctaw with the Rock 
Island is the announcement that all Choc- 
taw agencies situated in cities where 
there are Rock Island agencies will be 
abolished. The Rock Island representa- 
tives will act for both roads.

ROBBED FATHER 
OF $800 IN GOLD 


Charlie Jones Charged With Taking 
His Father’s Hoarded Money. 


THE OLD MAN IS AN ARABIAN 


Hoarded Up $1,600 by Peddling. 
Says His Son Stole Half His 
Fortune — Two Men Are 
Now Under Arrest.

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On the charge of robbing his old father 
of $800 in gold, Charlie Jones, an Arabian, 
was arrested by City Detectives Walton 
and Steint last night and locked up at 
police barracks.

He accumulatWi $1,600 in this way 
and had all the gold locked up. He did 
not open the trunk for several .weeks 
until yesterday afternoon, when he missed 
exactly half of his money, or $800, The 
old man was frantic and rushed to police 
barracks to report his loss. He stated 
that his son, Charlie, was the only per- 
son except himself who knew of tue gold 
being in the trunk. 

The detectives found CHarlle Jones and 
Watts in a small nouse near Westview 
cemetery. They were living with two 
women, whom tate claimed to be their 
wives. 

Watts stated that he knew. Jones had 
some gold pieces, for he saw nim ex- 
change the gold for paper money at one 
of the city banks. This was denied by 
Jones, who said he did not take his 
father’s money. 

Jones claims to have been at Flowery 
Branch, on tne Southern road, where he 
has been working for sevéral months on 
a farm. He does not explain why he 
came to Atlanta. He was arrested about 
a year ago on the charge of robbing a 
friend of several hundred dollars, but the 
matter was settied outside the courts. 

George Jones came to this country di- 
rect from Arabia about ten years ago and 
went about the countfy with a pegidiler’s 
pack on his back. He saved nearly every- 
thing he made for the purpose of return- 
ing to Arabia some day. That was his 
dream and he had accumulated nearly 
enough when he met with the loss. He is 
confident his son robbed him.
